S.O. 358(E).—Tn exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 of the 
Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, 
namely 

!. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office MOlh Amendment) 
Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May, 1990. 
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2. In rule 50-C of the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, in Schedule I, in 
column 2, after serial number 37 and the entries relating thereto in columns 3 
and 4, the following serial numbers and entries shall be inserted, namely

Size shall not exceed, 
900mm length, wid¬ 
th and depth com¬ 
bined and 600mm 
for the greatest 
single dimension, or 
in the form of a roll 
1040mm length, plus 
twice the diameter 
and 900mm for the 
greatest single di¬ 
mention. 

Size shall not excoed 
105mm for any one 
dimension or 200cm 
for the sum of 
length and the great¬ 
est circumference 
measured in a direc¬ 
tion other than that 
of the length.”
